Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it should be written in a single 
sentence. Further, the phrase "2.3. For use in a motor vehicle." and "3. Fig. 2" should be deleted. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because there is no descriptive legend provided for each of 
structural elements shown in figure 1 currently represented in a form of hollow rectangles. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one 
figure is being amended.
